provided, along with computers showing the latest weather information and forecasts for south

A feature of this year’s NOAA display is a tornado simulator where one can see how a “mini-

tornado” forms. Also on display at the booth is a large weather balloon tethered to the ceiling.  

Staff from each of the NOAA offices in south Florida will also be at the booth to answer 

questions and interact with visitors.
